That's why WKWF-1600, 
Key West made it into Sarasota but many inland stations did not. Cuba is everywhere on the 
diel, both day & night. In iiemi it's like being in Havana, both from seeing all the signs in 
Spanish, and IA style buildings, to the AM dial, which has more SS than English.

WDEC, Connecticut's 5,000w rock ‘n' roll NSPer (pest) is the ast continuous- 
J It began as a vision of Frenklin M. Doolittle, or. 
iginally broadcasting from New Haven as WPAJ. In the early 1930's the CBS radio network ap. 
proached Doolittle about affiliating with their system and moving into the Hartford-Spring- 
field market. WDRC remained a CES station for nearly 30 years. Its studios were orininally 
located at 11 Asylum Avenue (presently the home of ¥CC-2590} then moved to the Connecticut 
Benk & Trust Company building at 750 Main Street, complete with 15-foot call letters atop the 
structure becoming a Hartford landmark, where they are presently located, with a ten-year 
span in the middle when its studios were in Bloomfield on Blue Hills TEI) In 1939 EDRC. 
FH came into the world, as the first commercial F¥ radio station in the world. Doolittle 
was a personal friend of Major Armstrong and they later became professional associates ir the 
development of FM. WDRC-FM was licensed as ¥O5E in those early days. Doolittle went on to 
work on Binaural Broadcasting, which later became known as Stereo. He accomplished this by 
simlcasting programs on WDRC AM & FM. For many years the news department of V-DRC was made 
up of reporters from the Hartford Courant. They would write up the local news and "report 
it" with two ten minute broadcasts a day. In 1958 Deolittle sold TDRC to Buckley Eroadcast- 
ing. Buckley was the former president of WXEW in New York, In 1960 BDRC dropped its CBS 
ties and ventured forth. "Big D" has been tops with teems for years. Its DJs have gone on 
to many of the bigger markets and been successful. Names like Joey "Rats in my Room" Rey- 
nolds, Sandy Beach, Long John and Don Juan Kade, Jim Harrington, Dick Kobinson (fourder of the 
Conrecticut school of Broadcasting, and most recently owner of WRCQ) and Ken Griffen. m the 
DXing side FDRC has confirmed reception reports from listeners as far away as New Zealand. 
WDRC was even heard in the ham bands for a while, until ROK MUSCO teamed up with the TDRC en. 
gineering staff, and nailed the bootlegger. This facilitated a breather on 1360 when I fin- 
ally bagzed WSAI. Musco's undercover work has been previously detailed. With 55 years of 
broadcasting history WDRC remains a cornerstone of Connecticut broadcasting.

Also among NRC Reprints is an interesting article entitled Solar 
Control of Dawn E Blanketing on the MW BCR (P2). Therein its author, 
Gordon P. Nelson, introduces "E207, 


E20, like 'XM was an attempt to firc something more accurate than 
sunrise and sunset for determining when « sky-wave signal would fade in 
or out. Both systems were born out of strip-chart recorder observations 
and research, and bothNeleon end myself noted regularities in our charts 
thet could be projected into useful predictions. In every other way, 
however, E20 and TXM have little or rothing in common, as we are about 
to prove. 


As a first comparison, let us define each system: 


E20 - the time when a ‘A signal has faded to 20 48 below its original 
nighttime level as a result of "dawn E blanketing"”. 


XM - re the effect of the sunrise/sunset terminetor ‘on sky-wave propa- 
gation, as seen from ea strictly geomechanical perspective. 


Note that E20 is no more than a simple "temporal parameter" (in 
TXM jargon), while XM is a large field of study including a host of pa- 
rameters, such as E, P, F, D, etc., and also gets intio range determina— 
tion and long-term fading. The nearest equivalent to E20 in TXM seems 
to be Er, so let's define it for comparison: 


Er - the time when a signal completes its fade out due to sunrise along 
the signal path. 


Another term that must te defined is "dawn E blanketing", which 
Nelson describes in his Skyline Blockage (reprint P15). a 
Dawn E blanketing - the sone spe cae E layer's covering up the Fe layer 
at dawn, thus blocking MW signals from reaching the Fe. 


Let us say now that it is an undisputable fact that Nelson's theory 
of "dewn E blanketing" runs directly contrary not only to XM's basic 
precepts tut also to decades of broadcast engineering sanctioned by the 
FCC and the EBU, who assume thet the D layer envelops the E layer to ef- 
fect the dawn fade out at MW frequencies. Note, however, that just be~ 
cause Nelson's theories on MW propagetion may be wrong, that is no proof 
whatsoever that E20 is invalid in eny way. ‘there is always the chance 
that TXM "transfer" theory may elso be found incorrect some day, but TXM 
calculations still work regardless. Had theory is never procf against 
empirical evidence. 


Now that we have thrown the "theory" question out of court ... 


®) 


Lhe two illustrations at the bottom of the preceeding page show how 
E20 and TXM differ in their interpretation of the dawn fade-out process. 
Per E20, the "slight fade" at time "A" is ceused by ultraviolet preioni- 
sation of the E layer; TXM ststes that it's due to the initial disappea- 
rance of negative-phased return. "B" and "Pe" are apparently identical, 
both due to the onset of blanketing, but "What blankets what?" is the 
question. Nelson never told us how to calculate time "B"; while instruc- 
tions for determining "Pe" were given in Part IV. 


Time "C" is Nelson's E20 time, when the signal has dropped to only 
one-tenth of its original strength before "A", TXM has no exact equiv-— 
alent to such a paremeter,. 


Time "E" is E4O time, when the signal skculd have dropped to one- 
bundredth of its original "A" value; this is normally well below noise 
level at this point. Further drops to E60, E80, E100, etc. would seem 
plausible assumptions in Nelson's theory, but he does not mention this. 


While E20 theory seems to recogrise e bottomless slope towards 
Ew, TXM theory states thet the signal will halt its fade-out at a cer- 
tain point ~ when blanketing is complete; that is parameter Er. 


Summarising so fer, we see that the mejor difference between Nelson's 
E20 and TXM's closest equivalent, Er, is that the first marks the 90% 
point in the dawn fade-out while Er means the fade-out is completed. 


In other ways, E20 suffers from severe limitations, unlike any TXM 
parameter; Nelson not only admits it, he stresses it: 


According to Nelson, E20 calculations require a complex computer 
programme for their solution, as he mentions in Solar Control. While 
TXM is certainly amenable to computer programming, its calculations are 
far simpler, needing little more than a world globe and tape to solve 
for its paremeters ee we have proven in past articles). Here we see a 
dovble-barreled disadvantage for E20, a less useful perameter that is 
more difficult to derive.

Even tetter proof of the almost instantaneous effect of photoionisation 
on the lower ionosphere may be noted during solar eclipses; several such 
experiments are covered in past issues of the Proceedings of the IEEE, 
This suggests - but dces not prove - that Nelson's bad theory may have 
led to improper E20 cslculations, thus questioning the accuracy of E20 
itself. 


1) Geodesic path - we sssume the signal path from the "rare station" 
tc Nelson's home rear Hoston, Massachusetts, consisting of a mini- 
mum number of hops via the Fe layer at 4000 km per hop. 


2) E ionic distribution - the electron density (N) of the F layer. 

3) Greenwich noon engle - GMT/UTU with emphasis on the sun-eerth 
perspective. 

4) Solar declinetion ~ TXM's "W" table. 

5) Equation of time - likely the conversion of local mean time to a 


given standard time or to universal time. 


6) Sunspot number ~ superseded by the solar flux index (SFI). 


9) Frequency - to calculate when the oblique critical frequency ’ @) 
will be exceeded by "a certain amount". 


TXM completely ignores 2 and 6 above in its calculations, TXM is a 
totally mechanical system, so "liquid" values such as electron density 
and solar flux have no place in it. Frequency is important in TXM only 
for the purpose of defining the geodesic path (E, F2, or both). 


Does E20 work? We regret that Nelson hasn't given us much oppor- 
tunity to find out. While dozens of TXM predictions on easy stations 
have been published in recent issues of DE NEWS, since we want Dx'ers to 
prove for themselves that TXM works, the only E20 predictions that we 
have access to are for stations in Angola, Kenya, and Mocembique! 


For what it's worth, we can make e direct comparison between TXM 
and E20 by referring to those three African locations, urfortunately we 
won't be able to verify anything, short of the best DX conditions ever 
experienced in the history of cur hobby. We will compare the January and 
June predictions for the three locations, given at the eenclusion of 
Solar Control. TXM calculations assume geodesic paths to Boston and a 
Solar declination angle of 167°. "S" indicates local sunrise. TXM pa+ 
rameter Pf, normally located some distance to the left of its companion 
parameters, is not calculated; this is to conserve space on the chart. 
Keep in mind that these are southern-hemisphere locations, where June is 
winter and January is Summer. Scale hours are EST, concurring with the 
times in Solar Control:

© SUNDRY THOUGHTS ON THE ‘TXM' 


Rénald F. Schatz 


The purpose of this short article is to examine the reaction of 
DXtere - or lack of reaction.- to Terminator Transit Mechanix (TXM); it 
will also allow us tc answer scme of the most frequent questions posed 
to us about it. 


Speaking of "lack of reaction", that's my most prominent reaction. 
kelatively few DX'ers are writing in ebout it. However, on initiating 


comments at conventions or on the land line, the averege DX'er expresses 
tremendous enthusiasm for the articles and admires my "technical genius" 
or whatever, but regrets that it's all "above my head", this in spite of 
extreme efforts to make the erticles understandable even to the contrib- 


uting editors of S9 magazine, let elone the average DX'er. Obviously, 
we have failed on that accourt. 


Perhaps we can pass on some advice re technical articles: They are 


not meant to be "read" but to be studied, much as one studies a school 
assignment. A little ambition and a positive attitude also help. ‘the 
rewerd is a very useful skill that can help you enjoy your hobby to a 
much greater extent. On today's increasingly crowded band technical 


skills are becoming mandatory if one wants to reach muck beyond the neo~ 
phyte stage in our hobby. As a DX'er you owe it to yourself to take ad- 


vantage of them. § So much for my lecturing, hi. 


Now, did I say that positive ions, ratker than electrons, return 
medium-wave signals? How rediculous! While pcesitive ions, especially 


protons, dc affect VIF signals, they are far to heavy (compared to elec- 


trons) to react at medium frequencies. What gets me is that only one 
individual spoke out against it (as of this writing), yet he knows next 
to nothing about propagation and proved it in his liteloug comments in 
a recent issue of S89 magazine as well as in another club's bulletin. 
The fact that no responsible individual came forth is very disturbing. 
By the way, I know of at least two ways to disprove the "positive-ion" 
theory; pointing to books is not cne of then. 


Although we are discounting the positive-ion theory, the transfer 


model is still quite valid for TXM, even though we still can't find any- 


thing in-a vast quantity of propegation literature that even begins to 
support it, and I include authors such as Picquenard, Al'pert, Kelso, 
Davies, Budden, nor back issues of Proc, JERE/IRE, JGR, an@ the British 
Journal of Atmospheric and Terrestrial Physics, and the last mentioned 
comprises several meters of volumes of almost nothing but ionospheric 
and propagation articles. The likelihood that we have stepped on some- 
thing brand new in the field of radio propagation is haunting us! 


The most frequent response to TXM in our mail has dealt with re- 
quests to computerise it; one NRC'ter especially would like to make cor~ 
puterised TXM predictions available to the membership for a small fee 
per prediction to cover expenses; this is fine with us. 


While making TXM calculations without a computer is fairly simple, 


tke computer programme itself is necessarily very big. While both BASIC 


and FORTRAN IV are suitable source languages for it, we recommend BASIC 
because of its relative simplicity and time-sharing capabilities. ‘lhe 
use of. subroutines should greatly reduce the length of the programme. 
We are thinking of publishing a programme of our own in the future. 


In closing, we would like to thank NRC'ters for your support of TXM. 
Let us know how it's working out for you.

PROFESSIONAL DX’ERS no) 


OR, "PEOPLE GET PAID FOR THIS?" 
ARNIM LITTEK 


The European Broadcasting Union seeks to maintain a loose form of 
control over activity in the broadcast bands of the electromagnetic spec- 
trum here in Europe, with an eye to providing some sort of continental 
control organization. It is very much a police force with nonexistent 
powers of enforcement. . 

All activities are within longwave, mediumwave, shortwave, VHF TV, 
VHF FM, and UHF TV. The portions with which I am concerned are LW and 
MW, and particularly the latter, since in the NRC home area (region Two) 
LW is not a broadcast band. 

There are seven nodes in the monitoring network of the EBU, fairly 
well distributed around the continent. The information gathered from 
these stations is collected weekly and every month the EBU centre in 
Belgium issues the results. For major changes (i.e. new stations, pirates, 
major frequency switches) the information is made available to the other 
monitoring stations just as soon as it is discovered. Between the seven 
stations peaveratian in England, Helsinki in Finland, Jurbise in Belgium, 
Limours in France, Lisbon in Portugal, Monza in Italy, ahd Wittamoor in 
West Germany) there is such a discovery virtually every day. 

Now for a few words on the Wittsmoor station. Although I can't say 
for sure that Wittsmoor is typical, I can decribe what one of these 
stations looks like and how the routine of professional DX is carried 
out. Wittsmoor is 29 years old this year. It is the representative station 
of the ARD (German Federation of Broadcasters) within the EBU system, 
and is entirely staffed and funded by Norddeutscher Rundfunk. It is sit~ 
uated about 10 miles west and 5 miles north of Hamburg city center in a 
quiet, undevelc .ed area, a rare thing in this land. Facilities consist 
of a shortwave monitoring station, a logging system (only for NDR programs), 
VHF and UHF relay facilities for mobile broadcast receptions, a field 
strength measuring hut, and most importantly, ® general purpose monitor 
post equipped for precise frequency measurement. There is also a massive 
archive there, with loads of information on propagation and EBU and NDR 
and related (to monitor stations) topics. 

The shortwave listening post consistsof 2 Rohde and Schwarz EK56/3, 

a very expensive and very exotic receiver covering .01-30 MHz, an older 
Telefunkem, and an older still RACAL, neither of which are in good shape. 
It's a crime. The antennas available are switchable through an RF jack 
field, so really all of Wittsmoor's antennas are available, but in prin- 
ciple the most often used is a switcher of rhombus antennas designed for 
hO meters, and one of the longwires, depending on the band under scrutiny. 
The rhombus antenna switcher is fairly effective on SW with  rhombuses 
phased to cover 8 directions on the switch, and an omnidirectional sett- 
ing from a vertical. There is, in this vorner, a small control board to 
control the audio outputs for convenience's sake, and a Revox recorder. 

In the racks containing the UHF-VHF relay equipment is a pair of 30 
year old Siemens receivers. I didn't see a model number on them, but if 
these beauties weren't so dirty (noisy pots, switches, such like). they 
would be real gems. There is, stuck away behind these racks, & big and 
ancient Telefunken direction finder, dating prewar. I didn't get to turn 
the monster on though; there was no power cord on it and it was too far 
away from the antenna jackfield. The DF antennas for this beast are no- 

to be found. 

as field strength measuring hut is a’ little wooden house about 100 
meters away from the main house, with as little as poasible electrical 
noise sources and metallic structures. Electrical and other linea come in 
through shielded conduits in the floor, and are terminated as quickly 
as possible. The field strength measuring receivers are a pair of Rohde 
and Schwarz HFH receivers with accompanying loop antennas. They are 
supposed to be accurate to within #1 dB when calibrated, which one must 
do all the time. They are made to read O dB (1 uv/m) to +140 dB, which 
sounds like 10 V/m. Sadly, one of these beasts was at the shop with its 
accompanying hard copier while I was there. However I did put the re- 

ining device to some use. : 
one logging system of NDR is done at Wittamoor too, on a pair of 
computerized Assman tape recorders with 18 tracks-3 programs in stereo 
FM takes 6 tracks, MW, TV x3 sound; all use 10 tracka) one of which has 
digitally coded time on it for easy referral when looking something up. 
This is required because each tape holds 24 hours and an hour overlap. 
Sadly though, this is almost never used to verify reports, since aoe : 
ports ever get to Wittsmoor. They are procesed at the studio in Hamburg. 


Lastly, and most interesting, is the frequency measuring station, This is 
also the general purpose monitoring post for all but SW, For 30 MHz and up 
is a nice beast, a Rohde and Schwarz ESM2 with a spectrum analyzer, also 
R&S I believe. For below 30 MHz there is again a R&S EK56/3 and a superb 

25 year old Telefunken E108 LW/ with a range of .01-2.0 MHz, There is also 
a Revox FM tuner and tape recorder. Precise frequency measurements are made 
on a Rohde and Schwarz GU 027 frquency monitor with a counter down to 10~1 
Hz and a CRT for Lissajous figure measurements for greater accuracy. 

For the EBU, PFM's are made only to the nearest 1/10 Hz. I guess they 
assume we can always find the station with this accuracy. But for the moni- 
toring of the ARD, Wittsmoor maintains an gocunpey to the nearest MilliHertz. 
At 1 MHz the accuracy required is thus 10°79, The measurement is made by gen- 
erating a known RF signal 1 KHz offset from the measured frequency. This is 
beat against the 1 KHz standard of the R&S frequency monitor to produce the 
Lissajous figure. Clearly then, requirements are a very stable and accurate 
1 KHz source for the frequency monitor, and in particular for the decade 
generator. All of the house oscillators are run off the R&S Frequency Stan- 
dard XKE and Frequency Controller XSD which, in themselves, are good to an 
accuracy of 1079, That suffices. But they've taken it a few orders of mag- 
nitude further, They are driven in turn on the time station of the German 
Hydrographical Institute and are always compared to the BBC time station, 
both of whitch are driven on atomic clocks which leads to an accuracy of 
better than 10-11, That is like measuring the distance to the moon to the 
nearest % cm., or the distance between New York and Los Angeles to the near- 
est thousandth of an inch, Fairly accurate! This is the source which drives 
the 1 KHz generator in the frequency monitor and the Schomandl ND100M freq- 
uency decade. 

This sophisticated equipment can be used to detect stations that wander 
in frequency. A somewhat extreme example is Tunisia 630 wandering from 
630.090 KHz to 630.075 KHz deveral times within a week. However most sta- 
tions are somewhat more stable, such as NDR Hamburg wiio last month drifted 
from 972,000. 0900 to 972,000.0075. That is 82.5 MilliHertz in a month. 

But the really stable ones are the Italians, with their extensive co-channel 
simultaneous program networks. They very seldom vary more than a MilliHertz. 
The accuracy towhich the measurement can be made depends also on signal 
quality. When there are two stations of equal strength either a few Hertz 
apart or very equal but out of phase, the Lissajous figure becomes very un- 
readable, either flopping around a great deal or suffering under a great 
wobble or fuzziness, But, if a typical signal is all alone it is possible 

to do a PFM sometimes when there is no audio coming through. All that is 
necessary is enough signal to create the 1 KHz beat frequency. 

Antennashave to be the single weakest point here at Wittsmoor. There are 
fine antennas here for every frequency above 6 MHz, but when compared to the 
myriad of quality receivers available, the MW-LW antennas are very poor. 

The only rotatable antennas are the DF antennas, away over in the field 
strength measuring hut. The phased SW rhombus antennas are woefully in- 
sensitive on MW and are all but useless on LW. The antennas used in the PFM 
corner are primarily then longwires with a maximum of 0 meters. Certainly 
not anywhere near the league of the Beverages of our colleagues in northern 
Scandinavia. 

How does one DX every day? I shall describe only the routine for LW-MW, 
The EBU publishes a list of MW-LW stations in Europe annually, with bi- 
monthly updaters to the subscribers too. Although most of the information 
comes from the national governments, some of the newest stuff is discovered 
by the monitoring stations, especially behind the Iron Curtain, Each week, 

a quarter of the LW-MW spectrum is under observation. The divisions are set 
at: Band One from 155281 and 520-765 KHz, Band Two from 774-1053 KHz, Band 
Three from 1062-131) KHz, and Band Four from 1323-1602 KHz, Each month 

they try to randomize the order so that, for example, Band One is not covered 
everymonth in the first week. The channels are monitored and stations heard 
are PFM'fed to .1 HZ, signal strength is rated on a scale from 1-5 (a very 
poor, ill-defined inaccurate way) in three periods of the day~daytime, 
nighttime, and transition which is defined as + 1 hour of sunrise or sunset. 
This way, every month the EBU center in Brussels receives a complete record 
from seven stations. 

For the ARD too, the station monitors the MW frequencies to determine who 
is dominant at what periods of time on the channels inhabitated by the ARD. 
For these monitoring duties the primary interest is the disturbing effects 
of co-channel broadcasters, particularly at night. Wittsmoor also provides 
a precision frequency measurement once a week for NDR transmitters (972 
Hamburg, 702 Flensburg, and 828 Hannover/Kiel}. Hamburg with 300 kw at 15 
miles is very easy to measure accurately. On 702, there is a Westdeutscher 
Rundfunk station in Herford, which runs // Flensburg. Even though they 

(the workers at Wittsmoor) insist they are measuring Flensburg, I'm not 

too sure, The last frequency is a real treat. Kiel with 500 watts at ho~50 
miles overrides Hannover with 100 kw at 80-85 miles. No kidding. Because, 


when both transmitters are on the air, we measure one frequency difference 
for Kiel and then, every Tuesday at 10:30, Kiel shuts down for 15 minutes, 


This 


is for routine transmitter checks and to allow Wittsmoor to PFM the 


Hannover transmitter. The difference is there; when Kiel shuts down the 
PFM changes, albeit slightly. But consistently. Hannover lies at the south 


edge 


of the Luneburg Heide, a dry, flat, barren piece of ground which 


covers virtually all the distance between Hannover and Hamburg. The in- 
fluence of ground conductivity is very clear.

Sadly the field strength measuring hut is used very seldom, I used it 


in my few weeks of irregular visits than it has been used in the last
